Professor Forsey also deafl with tho 
question of whether Canadii'uan remain 
neutral during a British war. Contrary 
to Premier Mackenzie's King's public 
statements, Canada Is automatically nt 
war whenever nritain is. For It Is the 
king who declares war for the whole 
Empire upon tho advice of his minis- 
ters. Canada has no power to declare 
itself neutral. The on:y way In which

The hockey arenas are located 
In Berlin, in which scenes were pres- 
ented of the night life, monuments and 
public buildings, and the bread tree- 
lined Avenue of Unter-den-Linden. The 
Olympic yaelil racing w.i's held at Kiel 
on the Baltic, and views of Iho Germ.in 
fleet In the famous canal were seen in 
the background.

After a bitter 
debate, tlio proposed niiicndmont lo the 
Constitution, moving ^ the omisalon of 
tho word ".Mole" before the "grad- 
uâtes, utidergruduutjs, and partial 
Hludent,s taking political and economic 
courses" wlio arc now nienibcrs, was 
thrown out by a vote of Iwonly-two 
against lo eleven for. 

Wifitlor Abseni 

In tho absence ot ll. Robbins Wig- 
dor, who proposed ll^s amendment at 
the club's .•second mooting this term, 
.Morton Cohen made tho motion and 
wa.s seconded by Frajik McCra*. 

Joe I .ararus defended the motion on 
the ground that ths trend of the last 
half century has been lo admit women 
to nil Hctlvlllci formerly considered 
purely maacuUne, and ntated that 
women students had juit as good Ideas 
lo offer as men stiidcnls. 

U \yinkler declared, that the admis- 
sion of women would'brlng the club's 
discussions lo a lower level, and would 
divert Its attentions from economic 
probkms'to social gatherings. 

Morton Cohen declared that women 
are not lower juit becauuo they are 
women, that tho physical side of tho 
question was irrelovaitt. , Possibly the 
co-eds had made a mistake In tactics 
by broaching this matter to tho school 
at large, but tiielr tactics should nqt 
tell against their Importance to a lib- 
eral club. Women are Individuals and 
have opinions to voice. Frequently 
they top' aien in examinations, and 
their conversation li often of a higher 
Intellectual plane th:in tho dub's mem- 
bers usually average, 

Fcar.ï were e.Npreased that women 
were less anxious to participate in 
economic discussions as to find out 
what was going on behind the closed 
door-j of the club. Whereupon Cohen 
declared that what every young woman ' 
should know was no different from 
what every young man should know. 

The discussion became general, and 
the general opinion went against the 
motion on the basis that it was doubt- 
•ful ' if the • presence bt 'Vsiflên' wbUId 
compensate for what the club would 
lose by restricting their topics to con- 
form to nilxed audiences. 

Alfred Pick then suggested that the 
Club take advantage of a clause In 
the constitution permitting open meet- 
ings lo hold an annual ladies night, 
principally with the Ider. of letting the 
ladles have one night r year. Knitting, 
added Edmund Gordon, seconding the 
motion, will bo permitted. 

Alan Anderson, President of the 
Club, left the cluilr to move that the 
club bo a clo-scd club with a restricted 
membership and a registration fee to 
cut out "dead wood". 

Interviewed by tho Dully later. An- 
derson .said: "The opinion of the Polit- 
ical Kconomy Club Is ibvlou.sl/ against 
llio uiliiilitanee of women, and to be 
quite frank, this would seem to bo a 
good thing. There are n surprisingly 
largo number of male students who 
think that, dMpllo the ballyhoo and 
liliitlier they've been nilHlng, lliey liiivo 
neither Iho comprehension of, nor the 
genial natures required for. a thorough- 
going eonsiderntion of matters econ* 
onilc and (lolitlcal. Let them be con- 
tent with llieir role of Cleopatra."

Iniliealcii Relations With 
Other Countries Arising 
From the War 

"Whoever wins, tho Loyalists do- 
servo more lhan our sympathy," de- 
clared Professor Adair in un address 
last night to tho Mechanic Institute, 
on Iho Tragedy of Spain. Ho discussed 
tho causes of tho wnr, and Its relation 
lo the other countries of Iho world. 
Including Coniidn. The catLses, he 
stated, arc both Immediate and remote, 
going back to tho times of ho.stlllty be- 
tween the numerous states, particularly 
Ihoae of Aragon and Castile. 

Social Unrest 

Underneath all tho unrest lle.i aec- 
retlnm, economic. Intellectual, and 
rcllglouH, Thero was controvcray be- 
tween tho rich and the poor, and In 
Industry. Iiotwcen the employer.s and 
tho workers. Ilecently Spain remained 
tho only country In the world which 
harboured anarchlnm, and there were 
constant strikes and riots In .Madrid. 
B.arcelona, Valencia, and other large 
cities. Professor Adair then pointed out 
how, after the Great War, the profits 
were kept by tho employers, thus 
arousing the Indignation of the work. 
Ing class. King Alfonso backed the 
Conservatives In rcfuiiing to effect 
changes and reforms; In Spain there 
was no difference between ' the Con- 
servative and Liberal parties, and par- 
liamentary government was a farce.

Mussolini and Hitler Subjects 
Of Papers 

Ifitlei' and Mussolini and the state of 

the countries they dominate were dis- 
cussed at 'lasi" nigWs" meeting the 
n.V.C. Historical Club. Babette Dun- 
hath spoke about 'Germany before and 
after "the Great War, and Laura Villela, 
spoke on social conditions In Italy un- 
der Mussolini. 

"Gormany was in a slate of chaos 
after the war" Babette .Dunham raid, 
"but there w-as still a flicker of hope; 
the people were eager for a just peace 
and tho voice of democracy was begin- 
ning to make itself heard." The Just 
peace never came lo Germany, and. 
sunk In debt and disgusted with the 
withdrawal of tho Polish Corridor she 
turned to the first promising leader she 
could find. That le.ider was Hitler. He 
struck Gcrmiuiy ilurinij ilic worst of 
her economic and social state with the 
full force of his vlial personality. He 
was u man of tictlon and that was what 
Germany wanted. H's widespread pro- 
pagunda advertised the new .N'asl fîov- 
ernment, headed liy Hitler. 

liiiipliasis On .NatiiiiialiMii 

Hitler has .succeeded, the speaUei 
colitlnucd, m eiètttlng and solidifying u 
national fcelUig In Germany, This na- 
tional'stic feeling hiia spread to cultural 
and inlcllectual field.s. .\.s ilie itr.-iiie 
for a pure licrmanic race grew, .lald 
she, hatred of all outsUlers grew with 
It, and tills hatred resulted In tho ex- 
pulsion of tho Jew.s. "Germany as « 
rare must he kept pure" l.s one of H t- 
icr'.s favourite mottoes. Anotlier: "Pu- 
trlull.sin comes before a|>i>etlte"— which 
motto brings up tho S|iurtnn side of the 
Nicd government. U'gltl discipline holds 
away In Germany — men are trained 
for the army, women have been rclo- 
Salod III the home. 

Hitler, silo declared, holds the licr- 
miiiis in lil.H power, and his roarnuiinent 
plana threaten t-hii'(i|\an pence, -

The f rst speaker commenced with a 
; brief outline of the provisions of the 
I Statute of Westminster, cn.ictod In lOGI 
i by the British Parliament, and its ap- 
! plication since then. This Statute pro- 
vi'Ie'l that the British Parliament could 
not pass any legislation affecting the 
Ocmlniona without tho consent of theV 
peoples as represented In their respect- 
ive Parllamcnta. For example. In 1ÔS3 
Newfoundland voluntarily gave up its 
^-tatus as a British Dominion and re- 
turned to 'that of a Crown Colony. The 
Prsamble of the recent abdication pro- 
clamation expressed the fact tliat the 
consent oC the Dominions had been re- 
ceived. Ireland alone was excepted, and 
for a time ihf-re were in t'.ie British 
Empire two crown.-?, George VI of Great 
Britain and the British Dominiona h«- 
yond the Seas, and Edward VIII of Ire- 
1 iand. 

,The Australian Constitution prssenti 
a distinct nontrast to that of Canada, 
j in that dcfnite powers are granted to 
I the Federal Government and the resfd- 
i ual powçrs_,to.th9_state5. Tlie Federal, 
i Government cannot annul state legis- 
! lation. Such a wide degree of autonomy 
' was granted to the States In order to 
j prevent costly e-vperlmcntation and .to 
provide efficient government for a great 
and sparsely settled country. S u c-iii 
I States as West Australia would send 
few members to the Federal Parl ament 
to protect their Interests. .Vmendmenis' 
to the Constitution are carried out b.v 
referendum. 

South .\fnca has lately added more 
tiian any other jstate to coostittitional 
development. 

The Sotith Mriai Act of 1000. t h e

Hill raw himself, year 
after year, superseded by engiiifers who could add 
two and two but could not turn a lever without 
mashing a lily-white flngor. 

To Hill the 'expensive f.vude of tjie League of 
Nations edifice and the admirable if somewhat vaguo 
sentiments of the S.P.M. were things remote from 
the affairs of common men. It Is not strange, then, 
that he ahould lend a sympathetic car to iho wicked 
wiles of a recrulllng sergeant, and enlist In Cniiada'.i 
"bow and arrow" army. Xor Is It .«ttran^p, thai in 
such an aiiuosphere of brutal indifference to human 
life, he should accept aa gosjiel tho awful heresy, 
smacking of the wor.-ît form of Uolshevism, that II Is 
better to be cannon-fodder than factory-fodder, or 
that he should come to regai-d 'wlfli ' eSpccto'ratlve 
disdain the sententious plalltutic.'^ of "tho.'e sloiijiy 
pacifists". While racial aiiJ social [iiol)lftm.s at homo 
cried out for re-adjustmont, tliey gazed fondly at 
the Spanish situation, like a bull at a bottle ot Bovril, 
and blubbered, "Alas, my poor brother!" 

l>et the sordid truth be revealed : UiU joined the 
militia at first tor the facilities of tlie canteen. 
Later he rtgarded It as the .source ot a .soft berth 
If the threatened war ever did occur. He, a trained 
man, would live luxuriously at Valcurtler, drilling 
conscripted pacifists to go overseas, and getting hlrt 
lager and weeds regularly. 

^But as the months pas.scd, and the European 
conflagration which had seemed Imminent never 
materialized, he began to regard tho mllltla which 
had taken him to Its bosom as something more thaii 
a social club or a cushy job. Discipline, P.T.. and 
I rtiglniental sport» lieliu'd hlni to put on weight in 
the right places. He learned practical things: firsi 
aid, sanitation, .-iienalllng, gunnery mathematics, 
radio, and how to think quickly,— things which 
helped him Improve his Job. In Kngland, he learned, 
army training would have taught him a great deal 
more, even about civvy trades,
